UNO Head Start Involvement 
Should End Soon Says Locke

UNO's controversial involvement with the Head 
Start Program should come to an end soon, 
according to Dean Hubert Locke of the College of 
Public Affairs and Community Service (CPACS). 

A $407,300 contract with the Head Start Com- 
munity Corporation should be one of the last 
actions in CPACS’ year-long “caretaker role.” So 
tar, this year has been filled with battles among 
numerous agencies, some of which have resulted 
in criticism of Locke and his college. 

Locke explained. that UNO first became in- 
volved with the federally-funded program last fall 
when the government's Office of Child Develop- 
ment (OCD) decided not to renew its association 
with Greater Omaha Community Action (GOCA). 

Locke said OCD then asked CPACS to take 
control of Head Start because “OCD thought 
CPACS was the only institution in the city that 
had the skill, and a philosophy that agreed with 
theirs.” 

He noted that CPACS “accepted with reluc- 
tance” because of the program's “time consum- 
ing” nature, but also said, “If we hadn't accepted, 
the program in Omaha would have been discon- 
tinued.” 

Although he adamantly pointed out that he “is 
not a professional in the field of childcare,” Locke 
feels Head Start wasn't given to the Omaha Public 
Schools because they would have concentrated 
on teaching pre-school youngsters in learning 
skills. 

Locke and OCD feel, “The program should 
develop sensitivity, inquisitiveness, and Creati- 
vity in low income children — the same kinds of 
skills that we prize in middle-class children.” 

To attain those goals, CPACS was to take over 
the program, evaluate it, recommend transi- 
tional changes and long range goals; what Locke 
called “a general shaping up.” 

Locke claims, “That's basically what we've 
done.” This fall a corporation consisting of six 


parents of Head Start youngsters, and tive com- 
munity agency representatives was set-up to 
operate the program. UNO's role now is limited to 
monitoring and administrating and Locke hopes 
the corporation will be given complete control of 
Head Start by OCD when the contract comes up 
tor review early in 1974. ; 
Complicating the situation is a new early 
education venture recently kicked off by the 
Omaha Public Schools. The public school sys- 
tem has decided that it will not participate in Head 
Start, but willinstead have its own program based 
on teaching learning skills instead of social skills. 
‘UNO's “on the record” position is one of sup- 


port. Locke said, “We don’t begin to have the ~ 


number of early childhood centers needed, any 
pre-school program will help. | hope the public 
schools program will be a success.” 

Locke did admit that he does not appreciate the 
“personal attacks” directed at him by some indi- 
viduals connected with the public schools. 

However, he added, “I don’t want to get into the 
business of making personal attacks through the 
press.” Locke continued, “This is a philosophical 
feud between the Omaha Public Schools and 
OCD, not between the public schools and UNO.”

Willie Bob Johnson beat 
out Dan Gleason for the Home- 
coming King honor in another 
close race.

The approval of the budget 
had been delayed due to 
actions taken by the UNO Stu- 
dent Senate earlier in the year 
as it attempted to force the issue 
on who had control of so-called 
student fees. 


Money Given for Women’s Center 


A request for $700 by the Women’s Resources Center has been approved by the 


Student Senate. 


The money will be used to operate the center for nine months. According to the 
Center's directors Kathy Ferguson and Gwen Kaltoft, this will be their last fund re- 


quest of the school year. 


Ferguson, Kaltoft, Chris Schnoover of the Counseling and Testing Center and 
graduate student Shelagh Emmot defended the center before the Senate Thursday 


evening. 


Schnoover noted that there are over 5,000 women on campus and said, “I get 
quite a few women at the Counseling and Testing Center.” 

Education Senator Jim Nicas favored the proposal, but raised several points of 
contention. First he questioned whether student fees should be used to “push a poli- 


tical philosophy.”

The Board Friday also 
approved a contract naming the 
Head Start Child Development . 
Corporation as UNO’s sub- 
contractor for administration of 
a majority of Head Start cen- 
ters and programs operating in 
Omaha. 


The non-profit corporation is 
governed by an 11-member - 
board of directors who share 
the power of governing with a 
policy committee. Both the 
board of directors and the 
policy committee draw their 
membership from present or 
former Head Start parents .as 
well as representatives from 
community social welfare 
organizations. 

UNO will audit and review the 
operations of the new corpora- 
tion to see that all terms of a 
federal grant to the Head Start 
program and other University 
policies are met.

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agency, which sets standards for curriculum con- 
tent, faculty and facilities, culminates efforts be- 
gun by University administrative staff and faculty 
in 1964. An accreditation team which visited UNO 
last spring made the recommendation which re- 
sulted in this granting of accreditation. 


Requirement Lessened 

The -accreditation shortens from six to four 
years the length of time a graduate must be em- 
ployed in the field before he or she may be 
licensed as a professional engineer. 

UNO has a seven-man civil engineering faculty 
teaching courses in structural engineering, soil 
mechanics and foundations, water resources, 
transportation engineering and construction 
management. In addition, sanitary engineering 


‘courses taught by University of Nebraska- 


Lincoln faculty are offered in Omaha. 

The UNO and UN-L Departments of Civil 
Engineering have been fully merged since last 
July 1, providing potential for complete inter- 
change of faculty and students on both 
campuses. Dr. Edward Wilson is department 
€hairman, and Gibson is vice-chairman for the 
UNO program. 


Day and Night Classes 

The'department offers both day and evening 
classes leading to both the Bachelor of Science 
and the Master of Science degrees in civil en- 
gineering. About 190 students now are majoring 
in these programs at UNO. 

Gibson pointed out that civil engineering 
graduates have excellent employment 
opportunities and that in the Omaha area starting 
salaries are in the $10,000 to $11,000 range for 
Bachelor of Science degree holders without 
experience. The Master of Science degree re- 
quires an additional one to one and one-half 
years of study and generally attracts a salary of 
about $13,000 per year. 

There has always been a large demand for - 
graduates in Omaha due to the concentration of 
consulting engineering firms, contractors, and 
federal agencies needing civil engineers.

Rock & Roll Revival 
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Grading Switch Nixed 


The Faculty Senate has come out in opposition to a switch in 
the UNO grading system. 

in a meeting last Wednesday the instructors voted 18-2 tosend 
Chancellor Ronald Roskens a recommendation not to switch to the 
marking system presently being used at UNL. A Student Senate 
proposal asking for the switch had already been forwarded to 
Roskens. st : 

Though there has been recent argument about whether the 
UNL system is actually 4-point, 5-point or 8-point, its effect would 
be to add B-plus, C-plus and D-plus to a professor's grading 
repertoire. A B-plus would be worth 3.5 points in the Grade Point 
Average (GPA) computations, C-plus — 2.5 and D-plus — 1.5. 

Among the points raised in the Faculty Senate debate over the 
issue was the fact that students going on to graduate school would 
have their GPA re-figured. However, the overriding concern 
seemed to be that a switch to UNL’s system would be a lowering of 
UNO standards., aa 

Engineering College professor Wilbur Rogers said, “This 
school has higher academic standards than Lincoin — they may 
have a better football team — but that’s all.” 

A motion by history instructor William Petrowski, which 
sought to adopt Lincoin’s “compiete” grading system, was turned 
down. Petrowski pointed out that UNL offers pass/fail classes while 
UNO has a credit/no credit distinction. A “fail” on a UNL student's 
report card is computed as an “F” for GPA purposes, while at UNO 
“no credit” doesn't effect grade point. 

After another extended debate, the Senate approved the 
original motion offered by its Student Affairs Committee. 
Chancellor Roskens has said he will make a decision on the 
grading system sometime in December.
